In the year 1792 Ichabod Albee and Benjamin Barker set- 
tled in the Town of Westmoreland, New Hampshire and 
through them the Barker family descended. Anna Barker was 
the daughter of Allan and Ella Barker, being born in West- 


moreland July 3rd 1885. 

She attended the schools in this town and graduated from 
Westmoreland High School in 1903 and also graduated from 
the Goddard Seminary in Barre, Vermont. Anna Barker taught 
in the schools of Westmoreland in districts #7 and #9 from 
1904 through 1910. 

In 1912 she was married to Glenn E. Britton and the 


family consisted of four children. 


For twenty-one years she served the town as Postmistress, 
besides being affiliated in many of the civic activities. For many 
years she was a trustee of the Library, an active worker in the 
Ladies Aid Society and a faithful attendant in the church. She 
was a well known member of the Abilgail Stearns Chapter 


#138 of the Daughters of the American Revolution. 


In the passing of Anna Barker Britton the community has 


lost a well loved friend and an outstanding citizen of the town.

TOWN MEETING 
March 8, 1966 


A bright fair day. 

The meeting was called to order at 10:03 o'clock A.M. by 
the Moderator Paul D. King who read the warrant thru Article 
No. 1 only. He then declared the polls open and that they 
would remain open for the duration of the meeting. 

This is Mr. King’s 50th year as Moderator for the Town of 
Westmoreland, the longest record of any living Moderator in 
New Hampshire. 

The balance of the warrant was read and the business 
meeting started at 7:00 o’clock P.M. 

Mr. Donald Paine moved that Article #2 and #3 be taken 
up together. This was seconded and approved by voice vote. 

Mr. David G. Adams moved that Article #2 and #3 be 
taken up item by item. This was seconded and approved by 
voice vote. 

Under Article #2 and #3 the following sums were voted 
to be raised and appropriated:

In considering the item of $5.00 for Civil Defense as re- 
commended by the Budget Committee, David G. Adams gave 
a detailed report of his activities as Director during the year 
and expressed his disapproval at the reduced amount in the 
Proposed Budget and tendered his resignation as Civil Defense 
Director. It was stated by a member of the Budget Committee 
that no one had appeared before the committee to report for 
the Civil Defense or request funds for the coming year. 


Mrs. Hood moved that the amount for Civil Defense be 
increased to $25.00. ‘his was seconded and approved by a voice 
vote. 


In considering the item of $1,800.00 for the Fire Dept. Mr. 
Wesley Staples moved that $230.00 additional as requested by 
the Fire Dept but not recommended by the Budget Committee 
be approved and added to the $1,800.00 making the total 
$2,030.00 for the Fire Dept. ‘The motion was seconded by Mr. 
Spaulding and approved by the voters. 


Article #4 It was voted to approve reports of Agents and 
Auditors as printed in the ‘Town Report for the year ending 
December 31, 1965. 
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Article #5 Mr. Hudson moved that the sum of $710.00 be 
raised and appropriated for the Elliot Community Hospital; 
this was seconded and a ballot vote called for. There were 91 
ballots cast: 55 yes and 36 no. Therefore the motion.was ap- 
proved. 


Articles #6-7-8-9-10 were voted on and approved under 
Articles #2 and #3. 


Article #11 It was voted to use the income from the Jotham 
Lord Fund for the support of the Library. 


Article #12 was voted on and approved under Articles 
aradh SNAG S13 3% 

Articles #13 and #14 were voted on and approved under 
WAT LIGLeSme 2 eallage eS, 


Articles #15-16-17-18 were voted on together and it was 
voted to accept these sums for the purposes designated. 


Article #19 Mr. Donald Paine explained the purpose of 
this article, and also stated that the word “install” in the article 
was not correct. The amount shown ($1,095.60) was the cost to 
operate 23 new Murcury vapor lights which the Public Service 
Co. of N.H. proposed to install in So. Village and East West- 
moreland. Mr. Paine moved that a ballot vote be taken to 
see if the people wanted the new lights. The motion was 
seconded and a ballot vote taken. There were 90 ballots cast: 
56 no and 34 yes. Therefore the article was not approved. Mr. 
Butterfield moved that the sum of $800.00 be raised and ap- 
propriated to pay the cost of operating the improved present 
lights with new one new one added. This was seconded and 
approved by voice vote. 

Article #20 Mrs. Hudson moved that the Town buy two 
tail-gate sanders for $1,000.00 but pay for them from the total 
Highway appropriations, if available; if not, from the General 
Fund and not raise additional funds for this purpose. This 
motion was seconded and aproved. 


Article #21 Mr. Theodore Dinkel moved to change this 
article by striking out the words ‘the residence of William 
Frazier’ and inserting the words “the footgate,”’ so that the 
article would read: “To see if the ‘Town will vote to authorize 
the Selectmen to close, subject to gates and bars that section 
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of old Route #12 starting at the footgate northerly past the 
East Westmoreland Cemetery to the present Route #12.” This 
revision was approved and this revised Article approved by the 
voters. 

Article #22 was approved by the voters. 

Article #23 Mrs. Cox moved that Article #20 in the 1965 
Town Warrant be approved under this article for 1966. This 
is in reference to permitting basketball to be played in the 
Town Hall. Seconded by Mr. Spaulding and approved by the 
voters. 


Mr. Donald Paine urged the people to seriously consider 
the advisability of a broad base tax to relieve the pressure of 
high taxes on real estate. 


Mr. Hood moved that a rising vote of thanks and ap- 
preciation be given to Paul D. King for his 50 years of service 
to the Town as Moderator. 


The Moderator declared the polls closed at 9:30 o'clock 
P.M. and the meeting adjourned.

FIRE RECORD 


Fire records are made by people—those who cause fires and 
those who control them. Your forest fire warden, deputy war- 
dens, fire chief and firemen have, in spite of a prolonged 
drought, made one of the best fire control records in recent 
years. Despite a very dry spring, we in New Hampshire work- 
ing together, have substantially reduced our fire incidence 
(885 in 1965 to 595 in 1966.) 


This enviable record is largely due to two factors: 


1. A closely coordinated and integrated state-town organ- 
ization jointly carrying out programs of forest fire pre- 
vention, training and suppression with dedicated per- 
sonnel. 

2. Your appreciation of our forest fire control program and 
your individual effort in practicing fire prevention. 

Statistics show, however, there is room for improvement. 
Major problems are still with us; (1) the careless disposal of 
cigarettes; (2) the householder’s carelessness in burning rubbish; 
(3) the failure of woodlot owners and contractors to completely 
extinguish their brush burning fires; (4) failure to extinguish 
camp fires; (5) unsupervised children playing with matches. 

New Hampshire has 4,399,000 acres of woodland to be 
protected. In 1966 we experienced 595 forest fires on this 
area and restricted acreage burned to 395 acres—a fine testi- 
monial to the efficiency and dedication of the men who make 
up our forest fire control organization. 

1. If you must burn you will need a permit. Permits are 
not issued between 9:00 A.M. and 5:00 P.M. except on rainy 
days. Permits are not needed when the ground is covered with 
snow. ‘To minimize risks the best way to dispose of rubbish is 
at your authorized town or municipal dumping area. 

2. Be sure all discarded smoking material is out. 

3. Don’t leave a live camp or cooking fire. 

4. Most important-instruct your children that matches 
are not play things.

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REPORT OF THE 
ASST. SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 


To the Citizens of Westmoreland. 


The Westmoreland Elementary School began the school 
year with its new addition encompassing two new classrooms, a 
much needed library, and a new kitchen sufficiently large to 
handle the lunch program for the foreseeable future. 

With the additional space a new teacher was added to the 
staff to alleviate the congested situation in the primary and in- 
termediate grades. 

In addition to the new teacher added to the staff to make 
the seventh teacher, two teachers were hired as replacements: 
Mrs. Kathy Dubois to replace Mrs. Sandra Whippee and Mrs. 
Gay Rollins to replace Mrs. Jane Harris. 

UNION REORGANIZATION 

Early in the year Mr. Newell Paire, Deputy Commissioner of 
Education, informed the board and the administration of the 
new union reorganization planned for the 1967-68 school year. 
As part of the reorganization, Westmoreland as well as Chester- 
field, Nelson, Harrisville, and Marlborough will be added to the 
Keene School District to form the new Supervisory Union #29 
under Mr. John Day, Superintendent of Schools. This change 
will become effective on July I, 1967 

1967-09 BUDGET REOUEST 

In the total budget for the 1967-68 school year is a deficit 
appropriation for $6,000 made necessary by a number of un- 
expected tuition students as well as revenues not received. 

A close look at the entire budget will also indicate little 
if any increase in expenditures over which we have some degree 
of control. However, tuition costs, teacher salaries and increases 
in social security are items over which little can be done if we 
wish to continue our tuition program and maintain competent 
teachers for our school. Of the three areas mentioned, tuition 
alone shows an increase of approximately $15,000 which added to 
the base budget of 1966-67 accounts for the total increase.

TRANSPORTATION 


As a result of the district meeting last year, the people of 
Westmoreland took upon themselves to transport their high 
school students to Keene. In its first year of operation this pro- 
gram has worked extremely well and is meeting the needs of 
the high school students. Not only does it encourage students to 
continue in high school but also relieves the parents of the 
necessity to transport their children back and forth each day. 


Financially, however, the program has not been able to 
carry itself this year. On the other hand, the anticipated revenues 
for the 1967-68 school year should cover the total cost incurred. 


TEACHING STAFF 


The teachers in any school system are the heart and soul 
of the educational program in a community. Good teachers are 
a commodity today just as much in demand and just as impor- 
tant to a community as the very necessities of life. They are 
more important than any building program, more important 
than new books, and for that matter than any other single facet 
of education. Without them the school building itself has little 
if any value or purpose. ‘Thus it behooves us all to support our 
teachers educationally, morally, and financially to the best of 
our abilities.

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REPORT OF 
MONADNOCK CHILDREN’S SPECIAL SERVICES CENTER 
ICI OMA wie 

This is a Center where school children may go to receive 
special help with school problems. It should be made clear at 
once that this Center is operated by your school district. Actu- 
ally five supervisory unions in this part of New Hampshire 
worked together in planning the project and the plan was 
approved, and is financed by the United States Office of Edu- 
cation Act of 1965, or PACE program. It will serve as a model 
of what can be done to help school children with their prob- 
lems, be they physical handicaps, learning problems or the 
difficulties which arise when young people are upset and con- 
fused. 

All in all, then the Center provides the type of help which 
local school districts could not afford on their own. Through 
the Center, it is possible to pool information on a pupil; his 
physical condition, his abilities and weak points. Having ac- 
quired a rather complete picture of the pupil, all concerned 
can sit down together to see that there is understanding and 
cooperation which is necessary to help the child. 

The Center has received 150 referrals for help from the 
five school Systems involved (Fall Mountain, Keene, Monad- 
nock Regional, Peterborough and Winchester( since our open- 
ing October 19, 1966. Some cases are completed, and others 
are in various stages of procedure. 

While there are many ways of referring a child to the 
Center, we will list the major ones: the school principal, school 
nurse, guidance counselor, the classroom teacher, the family 
doctor, or parents who feel children need help. There is no 
charge for any of the services provided at the Center, but 
parents are encouraged to cooperate in many ways, such as 
transportation to the Center when the child may be scheduled 
for any one of many evaluations. 

As stated above, this is a pilot project, or a new idea, and 
is the only Center of its kind in the Eastern United States, 
and will require the support and interest of all involved, in 
order to do the very best possible job of helping children, 
which is the sole reason the Center has been established. 
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PRINCIPAL’S REPORT 


To the citizens of Westmoreland: 


September 7, 1966 was the beginning of another school 
year in Westmoreland. The enrollment this year started out 
with one hundred fifty-seven students. 


The teaching staff for 1966-67 is as follows: Grade I, Mrs. 
Geraldine Wilson; Grade IH, Mrs. Gay Rollins; Grade III, Mrs. 
Kathy Dubois; Grade IV, Mrs. Lynne Stone; Grade V and VI, 
Mr. Richard Cate; Grade VI and VII, Mrs. Virginia Hall; Grade 
VIII, Mr. Robert Murray. 


This year found our school with a new addition consist- 
ing of two new classrooms with a sliding partition to enable 
us to have an assembly room, a new library, new modern kit- 
chen and storeroom. The new addition has its own boiler room 
and hot water heat. 


Under the Elementary and Secondary Education Act of 
1965 (Public Law 89-10) various programs have been proposed 
to the schools. For this school year we are having a special 
reading teacher come to the school three mornings each week 
to help youngsters who need special attention with their reading. 


Perhaps one of the greatest improvements in Westmoreland 
School this year is the addition of a library in the new wing. 
With the acquisition of over 500 new books from ‘Title I funds, 
we now have about 1300 books available for the students to use 
for research and recreational reading. ‘Through the generous 
efforts of the P.T.A. and its library committee, the library has 
been equipped with bookshelves, reading tables, and chairs. The 
over 500 new books were catalogued by a group of about ten 
mothers who volunteered many hours for this task so that the 
books could be made available for the students. At the present 
time a few mothers are volunteering their services as librarians 
three afternoons a week, but eventually there will be a need 
for a part-time librarian. 
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Other plant personnel are Custodian, Mr. Abbot Royea; 
Hot Food Manager, Mrs. Lois Leach, with Mrs Vera Burt as 
helper; Bus Drivers, Mr. Richard Delano, and Mrs. Lois Delano, 
Miss Vera McClenning; Hot Lunch Administrator, Mrs. Nancy 
Staples; School Nurse, Mrs. Ellen Pearce.
